Two More Ordinary Seamen Ad- 
ded to List of Killed on The 
Battleship Missouri. 




Explosion Said to be The Result 
Of an Accidental 
"Blow Back." 



Impressive Ceremonies Conduct- 
ed Over Graves of the 
Victims. 



(Peusacolu, Fin., April 14. — Two more 
ordinary seamen who were injured in 
the terrible explosion on board Che bat- 
tleship Missouri, at target practice yes- 
terday, are dead. Due died about mid- 
night and the other today, after terrible 
suffering. There is also one man of 
blie turret crew missing from the ship. 
It is the general Opinion that lie was 
either blown overboard or else escaped 
from the turret and jumped 1 overboard, 
being erased with pain and the ex- 
citement that then prevailed on the 
.shin. 

Expert turret officers of the vessels 
in port say that the explosion was the 
result or a "blow hack." known as the 
wind blowing the Uames back from the 
muzzle Of the gun and through the 
open 'breach, thus igniting the powder 
Charge being- hoisted. Captain Oowles 
and Lieut. Hammer, the ordnance offi- 
cer, ihad taken extra precautions against 
such an accident, realizing that such 
could occur, and 1 for three days no fir- 
ing with the large pieces was done on 
account of the wind being off shore. 
Finally yesterday morning it shifted, 
and it -was deemed safe to commence 
t'he tiring. 

'Lieut. 'Hammer had remained in the 
turret watching the firing until the 
first string of shots had been fired in 
rapid succession. He thought, from, his 
observations, that it 'was safe to allow 
the continuation with rapid tiring, and 
loft the turret to consult with the tar- 
get expert on board on this matter. 
Only three shots of the second string 
had been fired when the explosion oc- 
curred. So 'rapidly was the gun being 
fired that it vus thought some of the 
tiro remained in the barrel, and that 
when .the powder "Was hoisted it ignited. 
Officers of the vessel differ in their opin- 
ion us to the cause of the explosion, 
but it is probable that the exact cause 
will never 'be known as there were no 
survivors among the turret crew. The 
board of inquiry, now in session, will 
not come to a finding for several days. 

Impressive ceremonies .were conducted 
over the graves of the 2ii seamen this 
afternoon at the National cemetery at 
•the navy yard. The bodies of the live 
dead officers are being held here await- 
ing advices its to burial or shipment 
home.

St. Petersburg, April 14.— A requiem 
mass for the repose of the souls of Vice- 
Admiral Makaroff and the other officers 
and men of the Potropavlovsk was cele- 
brated today in the Admiralty house.

Outside twenty thousand people, wnong 
whi m were many relatives of sailors 
lost, stood with shared heads and stream- 
ing eyes while the service was in pro- 
gress. Inside the beautiful .white marble 
church, its walls hung with militant 
tokens, wire assembled the Emperor 
and the imperial family, high oillcers 
of the iiian y .and navy and the entire

Russians Reiterate that a Mine was Responsible for 
the Awful Disaster- Graphic Description of 
Terrible Havoc Wrought. 



St. Petersburg, April 14.— The Asso- 
ciated Press obtained tonight what iri 
practically the ollicial version f the 
sinking of the battleship Petropavlov.sk 
at 'Port Arthur, and it clears up, to a 
great extent, the mysterious features ofi 
that vessel's destruction, This version 
is as follows : 

[Retiring before tin' advance of a su- 
perior Japanese Beet, the Russian 
squadron approached the entrance to 
the harbor, .it was shortly nftcr S 
o'clock in the morning, and mast of the 
officers and members of the crow were 
at .breakfast on the flagship. Yice- 
lAdimirnl Makaroff -was eating breakfast 
in his cabin and the wardroom was 
crowded with oillcers. On the bridge 
Grand Duke Cyril, his friend and two 
other oillcers were on watch, examining 
the. narrow entrance preparatory to en- 
tering it. 

At about S:o0 o'clock there was a 
terrific explosion of the boilers, follow- 
ed a few seconds later by a detonation 
from the well in which were stored the 
magazines. -Huge -gaps -were torn in 
the hull of the ship and the water rush- 
ed in. The centre of gravity having 
gone, the ship rolled on her side, and 
Bank. 

All information tends to prove that 
a mine was responsible for the destruc- 
tion of the Petropavlovsk. 

The scene helow will never be de- 
scribed as, so far as known, not a 
single person between decks succeeded 
in escaping. The hot steam which 
scalded the men on deck indicated what 
must have been the character of the 
death met by these in the engiuerooin. 
The -men on deck were thrown in all 
directions, those falling into the water 
swimming and grasping the wreckir 
vomited up in {he vortex caused by the 
sinking of the ship. 

The remainder of the squadron im- 



mediately stopped and lowered small 
boats, and torpedo boats steamed' as 
quickly as possible to the rescue of t'he 
survivors. The escape of Grand Luke 
Cyril and Lieut.

A mem- 
ber of the general staff says that ad-

The destroyer and four consorts were 
outside- scouting during the night.

DIVING MADE EASY. 

Clever Practical Invention Which May be 
cf Great Service. 

Sydney Morning Herald of late date 
say's- At the Invitation of the Cay le 
Salvage, Pearl Fishing and Diving <\>m- 
pariy, . Limited, a representative body of 
gentlemen yesterday proceeded to the Spit, 
Middle Harbor, to witness a practical dem- 
onstration or the merits of a new diving 
machine and apparatus for raisins sunken 
vessels or packages. The governm nt steam- 
er Eva was placed nt the disposal of the 
company. 

Upon reaching the Middle Harbor the 
stexmer ran alongside of a punt moored In | 
shallow water, so as to better enable the 
\lsito-rs to observe the workings of the | 
diving machine. The machine, which is 8 
feet long 1>y 3 feet and 4 Inches In dium- | 
eter, presents an appearance quite dis- 
tinct from ordinary diving apparatus. It | 
Is a substantially constructed oviform Iron | 
box of stoutly rlvitcd plates, and claims t" 
counteract a water pressure of 500b to the j 
square inch. It is entered from a circular , 
manhole surmounted with a dome, which, 
after having received the diver, Is closely | 
fastened and becomes alr-tlght At one 
of the extremities are situated three glaz- 
ed openings, from which the diver has 
a clear view of the objects upon which 
he Is to operate. Directly beneath those 
glasses Is attached a long arm, with a 
grappling hand at the extreme end, com- 
pletely under the control of the- diver, 
it works In a 'ball socket, and has nn 
operating radius of 9 feet. At the other 
extremity of the machine is a small screw, 
which is worked by the diver, ami en- 
ables him to move along the bottom as 
•ho may require. Ballast, In the shape of 
water. Is carried, and can.be discharged at 
pleasure, a pump being Instated for the 
purpose. The air is supplied In the Or- 
dinary way, but once the machine Is ■ 
filled the diver can exist without Inconven!. 
ence for a period of two hours. The foul 
air Is expelled through a second tube. 
To expedite tho operations of tho diver tel- 
ephonic communication with the ship or 
punt Is provided, consequently he. posses- 
ses nn Independence unknown In ordinary 
diving methods. Having such a strong 
pressure-resisting power the machine can, 
It is claimed, operate nt a depth of from 
100 to 180 fathoms, or at a depth five 
times greater than In the generally adopt- J 
ed diving dress. The descent was made by

THE WAR. 

Tilie disasters suffered by tlie Russians 
nt Port Arthur aro more sea-ions than 
reported yesterday.. Besides the gravo 
loss that they suffered by the destruc- 
tion of the battleship, Petropavlovsk, 
nvifh nearly all her officers ami crew 
ami Vice-Admiral Ma'karoff, n torpedo 
boat destroyer was sunk by the Japan- 
ese torpedo boat flotilla •with her crew. 
Another (Russian battleship, the Po- 
bieda, te also reported by the Russian 
compandor to have been damaged by 
ti mine in the roadstead, although she 
succeeded in reaching; the 'harbor. It 
lias also transpired that the battleship 
Poltava several weeks ago had a hole 
rammed in her by the battleship Se- 
vastopol, while the latter was manoeu- 
vring in the harbor. Last of till comes 
a report from a correspondent nt Wei- 
Hai-Wei, that the British cruiser Ks- 
piegle sighted live Japanese vessels 
pursuing the Russian cruiser Bayan, 
which was making for Port Arthur. 
Al'Jhough she managed to net under the 
guns of the forts, she appeared: to be 
damaged. It is not surprising that there 
is intense excitement aud groat lamenta- 
tion at St. Petersburg over this series 
or naval disasters. The death of Vice- 
Admiral Makaroff is' in itself a grave 
loss, as no other officer had the confi- 
dence of the Emperor, the navy and 
tbo nation that be had. His appoint- 
ment to the command of the fleet in 
the Far East did much to restore the 
ocmifluYnco of the public, wHflcflv had 
■been badly shaken by the result of the 
first .attack by the Japanese on Port 
Arthur. It is .now stated that the gen- 
eral naval staff was 'with the Admiral 
on the Petropavlovsk and that all its 
members are also lost. It was supposed 
Hint the vessel had struck one of the 
mines laid by the Ycuesi, which was 
also destroyed by one of her own mines. 
With her was lost the chart showing 
tho location of the various mines, so 
that it 'has not 'been possible to locate 



on the seas, tho disparity in the nu- 
merical strength of tho opposing fortes 
may be neutralized to a very consid- 
erable extent. 

QDIIM THIBETAN EXPEDITION. 

According to the statement made by 
Mr. Brodiricl? in the British House of 
Commons on Tuesday last, the expedi- 
tion to Thibet under Colonel Younghns- 
band Qias succeeded in reaching the 
point, Gyaugtso, to which be was bound. 
The expedition' thas accomplished this 
without tho loss of a man. The Thi- 
betans in the attack which they made 
on the expedition two weeks ago lost 
several ihimdred men, including the 
Dliassa general, tho military commander 
of Pliari and the Bama of the Golden 
Monastery, who, it is asserted, was the 
instigator of the attack on the expedi- 
tion. Their defeat appears to dravo 
demoralized the Thibetans, who, accord- 
ing to the despatch from Colonel Youug- 
lnisbaud to Mr, Brodrick, are fleeing 
from the Gynugtso Valley. Tho Chin- 
eso delegates are reported to he going 
to meet the British commander and the 
Thibetan delegates arc -also stated to be 
on their way to the place of meeting. 
Tho. first object of the expedition, the 
demand that the Thibetans should meet 
tho British representatives, appears, 
therefore, to the in course of ac- 
complishment. It remains to bo seen 
wihether the iron,uirenrent that the rulers 
of Thibet shall conform to the terms 
of the treaty entered into by tho British 
some years ago with China, Thibet's 
suzerain, will 'bo acceded to. The pro- 
bability is that it will, since the Thi- 
betans Autre been unable to prevent tho 
British penetrating their territory. More- 
over it is probably realized now at 
Lhassa that. n<> assistance can be look- 
ed for from Russia, on which Power 
the Thibetans 'have been relying for 
support aguitvst compliance with the 
British demands, Within the last two 
or throe years communications have 
heen passing between Lhassa and St. 
Petersburg. -More than one mission from 
tho former lias visited the Russian Capi- 
tal, and the methods which Russia lias 
s.i successfully used f bring the Khan- 
ates anil other Asiat,c countries under 
tier influence, were not wanting in her 
negotiations with tho Thibetans. The 
present British expedition has reported 
that tlhey found arms with the stamp 
of the Russian Imperial Government on 
them in the possession of the Thibetans 
aud there are other evidences that it 
was their reliance on Russian promises 
of aid that led the Thibetans to defy 
the British demands. 

Mr. iBrbdrick's statement in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday is to 
he commended for its explicitness and 
firmness. 'While reiterating the state- 
ments previously made that the British 
Government 'had neither desire nor in- 
tention of adding to Imperial responsi- 
bilities by occupying Thibet, or even to 
establish a permanent mission in the 
country, it was determined that no other 
Power should' do so. If any foreign 
Power was to be predominant in Thi- 
bet, it must be Great Britain, as the 
interests of India and the safety of her 
northeastern frontier required that no 
Power should be able to .menace India 
by securing a foothold in Thibet. The 
Government anticipated the intention 
of the Opposition to make the Thibetan 
expedition the basis of a vote of censure 
by anoving a resolution that Parliament 
authorized tho employment of Indian 



Herman, the leader of the Opposition, 
declared that Mr. Brodrick's explana- 
tions of the reason for the Government's 
action were quite insufficient, but the 
Government "was sustained by the sub- 
stantial vote of 270 to 1<!7. 

While freer intercourse between India 
and Thibet may lead to extended trade 
between tho two countries, the economi- 
cal condition of tho latter precludes it 
being of any magnitude. It is believed, 
however, that Indian teas may become 
in mudll greater demand there With 
improved facilities of communication, 
supplanting the teas from China which 
now come in from the south. But the 
great reason for the determination of 
the Government of India to establish 
relations with IJhassn and compel reco; 
nitron of the Treaty, arises froi . the 
strategical importance of the country in 
connection with the defence of India 
and to prevent Russia from acquiring a 
predominant influence there.

Admiral Uriu states that the mine was 
-one laid on Wednesday by the Japanese. 
It appears that at daylight the Japan- 
ese.torpedo boats made a demonstration 
off Port Arthur and at the same time 
laid mines across tho outer entrance to 
the 'harbor. They then retired and 
joined the main squadron. The whole 
fleet then advancing, tho Russian ves- 
sels came out as it drew near. Tho 
battleship, Petropavlovsk, struck one of 
the mines laid by the Japanese and was 
destroyed'. In the same engagement the 
[Russian torpedo boat destroyer was 
also sunk. 

This series of disasters 'has, of course, 
most seriously weakened the Russian 
fleet and made it still less capable of 
copiing with the enemy, while it can 
scarcely lhave failed to demoral- 
ize the Russian's, Admiral Togo 
keeps them constantly harassed, 
while ho succeeds in keeping his 
movements and the disposition of his 
vessels a secret. Although he has not 
succeeded in shutting the Russian fleet 
in the harbor at 'Port Arthur, or in cut- 
ting it off from the protection of the 
forts so that ho could fore-., it to an en- 
gagement at a great disadvantage, he 
lias managed to cripple it very seriously 
and the naval outtook for the Russians 
is gloomy. Whether the Japanese will 
succeed in still further weakening the 
Russian fleet so as to render it unable 
to do much before the Baltic fleet can 
arrive, remains to be seen. But tho 
loss of two or three more battleships 
would so diminish tho Russian strength 
that even tho reinforcement from Eu- 
rope would not give tire Russian much 
if any superority over the Japanese 
fleet. 

Of the movements of tho two armies 
upon land there is no definite or reliable 
news. Tho attempts of the Russians to 
harass the advance of tho Japanese do 
not seem to have interfered with or de- 
layed tho latter as much as tho bad 
roads and tho difficulty of moving up 
tho gnus and supplies havo done. Tho 
■ Japaneso do not appear to attach much 
importance to the fortifications that tho 
Russians have raised across the Yalu 
river from Wiju. A despatch from St. 
Petersburg states that tho Russian gen- 
eral staff is now beginning to make 
public more detailed information than 
it ban afforded in the past as to tho po- 
sition of the Russian forces in Man- 
churia and Siberia. Since the war be- 
gan 170,U(K) men havo been sent to the 
front over the Trans-Siberian railway. 
The mobilization in Siberia which has 
just been finished', has added 100,000 
more men to the colors. "Wthen the war 
broke out there were in the various 
army posts in Manchuria 50.000 men, 
■ making a total of 320,000. It is now 
estimated that by the cud of May Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin will have under him 
a force of 600,000 men. 'Of these 100,- 
000 will bo retained at Irkutsk for oper- 
ations in China in case of any revolt or

It appears on the map like a 
blot upon the face of -Nature, a menace 
to improvement and progress and a stand- 
ing reproach to the legislators who gave 
It away. It Is understood. Indeed It has 
been publicly stated and not denied, that 
the government aro considering n proposi- 
tion from the company to surrender the 
belt and release Its minerals, forests and 
other resources for a llxed sum. It Is 
said that It Is proposed to Include the 
railway, which la a paying concern, In 
the arrangement and that bonds bearing 
a low rate of Interest will be accepted la 
payment. I do not say that any sacrifice 
would be too groat to make to bring 
about a conauniatlon that cannot fall 
to he happy lu its results; but I do be- 
lieve that weighing one thing with another 
— present disadvantages with the prospec- 
tive advantages— the matter Is one that 
should engage the serious anil 
lmmedlnto attention of the govern- 
ment, the legislature, the press and 
the people. The question is a large ono 
and will require most careful and delicate 
handling. It would bo a serious thing for 
those who are to come after us If we 
were to cast away, without careful con- 
sideration and reflection what would seem 
to he the last opportunity to right a 
gieat public wrong by restoring to the 
province a heritage that should not have 
been parted with upon the terms nomin- 
ated in liie bond under which the land 
was alienated — freedom from taxation so 
long as It remains In the bands of the 
company. I say again, It is doslrub'o that 
the monstrous conditions under which 
tin? land Is lield should be conducted to 
a speedy end, If possible, upon terms that! 
shall be Just and equitable to both parties 
to the contract. The sale of the railway 
anil lands to a foreign syndicate — an icvent 
quite within the range of probability — 
would intensify the evil of which we all 
complain aod render the return 
lands to the people Impossible. Thousands 
amongst us have looked forward with con- 
fidence to the day when there would come 
an opportunity to get hack what was so 
recklessly given away twenty years ago, 
and that day and that opportunity 
have come at hist. I am not (Uscussln 
terms. I know nothing concerning 
except what I have .read In tho pre; 

1 am dealing with the broad, c* 
principle of restoration. The matter Is 
one that must come before the House at 
its next session and It Is In the public 
Interest that I have ventured to address 
you on the subject.

Victoria rjietecroioglcal Office, April 6th 
to 12th. 

The weather during Oils week has been 
remarkably flue ami warm, not only alonjj 
the Coast,' but tin' the last four days these 
conditions have pr vailed between the Can, 
adlan Ranges. In Victoria rain only fell 
up. in on.- day and upon two on the. Lower 
Mainland, while at Port Simpson there 
was only one day when rain did not fall, 
and the total amounted to 2.00 Inches. 
There has been a large proportion of 
bright sunshine registered here, tho daily 
average was over s hours. The cause of 
this abnormal warm spell so early In the 
season was due to the prevalence of high 
barometric pressure over the North Pa- 
cific Coast, while to the southward tho 
barometer remained comparatively low.
